Class  History 


IT  was  the  fourth  day  of  September,  1927 — a  cahii,  peaceful,  autumnal  day, 
radiant  with  the  sunshine  of  hope,  cheer,  and  joyous  promise — that  the  good 
ship  Hugh  Morson  High  School  stood  at  anchor  at  the  wharf  of  a  new  school 
year.  It  was  the  same  old  ship  that  had  carried  many  passengers  to  safe  harbor 
in  the  Land  of  Great  Wisdom,  but  this  day  was  a  gala  day  in  its  history,  and 
many  jseople  gazed  uj^on  it  in  wonder  as  they  watched  the  beautiful  and  charming- 
young  ladies  and  the  bold  and  dashing  young  gentlemen  as  they  so  happily 
stepped  aboard,  for  it  was  rumored  that  they  were  about  to  set  sail  over  new  and 
untried  waters  in  a  quest  for  The  Fountain  of  Perfect  Understanding. 

As  the  ship  stood  at  anchor  on  that  eventful  morning  of  September,  the  pas- 
sengers began  to  arrive.  Soon  so  many  were  crowding  around  us  that  all  the 
berths  were  filled,  and  we  were  assured  of  a  very  happy  voyage. 

We  were  naturally  very  enthusiastic  and  asked  many  eager  questions  of  our 
Captain,  as  to  the  incidents  of  our  voyage  and  its  probable  length ;  and  we  were 
assured  that  if  we  were  persevering  and  diligent  in  our  duties,  we  should  easily 
reach  our  destination  at  the  end  of  four  years.

We  noticed  at  the  outset  of  the  voyage  that  the  stream  upon  which  we  had  set 
sail  was  comparatively  narrow  and  sheltered ;  but  using  our  field  glasses,  we 
could  see  such  wide  vistas  of  water  ahead,  that  we  were  led  to  inquire  of  the 
Captain  the  significance  of  the  situation.  He  explained  to  us  that  the  Voyage  of 
High  School  Life  Avas  in  reality  to  be  over  four  seas,  though  the  four  bodies  of 
Avater  were  so  closely  joined  together  that  they  seemed  but  one  immense  sea.

had  long  ago  heard,  was  ruled  by  the  barbarous  seniors.  Their  word  was  order, 
and  we  hastened  to  do  their  commands.  Under  these  conditions  and  in  this  sea, 
we  were  held  for  a  whole  long  year.  The  first  half  of  the  year  passed  very  lightly, 
but  in  the  spring  term  our  supplies  began  to  give  out,  and  money  was  needed, 
for  we  had  heard  in  some  mysterious  way  that  the  seniors  expected  a  banquet. 
\  play  was  given  to  help  us  out.  Of  course,  the  play  was  a  great  success.  Tlie 
people  flocked  to  see  it.  Money  was  raised,  and  we  felt  greatly  relieved.  About 
the  first  of  May  we  learned  that  our  captors  would  soon  be  leaving  their  kingdom 
for  "Graduation."  Our  songs  and  farewells  must  have  melted  their  hard  hearts, 
for  they  willed  to  us  the  kingdom  of  Senior. 

It  has  been  a  most  wonderful  voyage,  and  we  have  accumulated  many  souvenirs 
from  every  port,  striving,  however,  to  guard  against  the  danger  of  excess  baggage 
and  of  taking  unto  ourselves  anything  which  would  not  be  of  service  to  us  on  the 
yet  greater  Voyage  of  Real  Life  upon  which  we  are  this  year  to  embark.  We  have 
not  faced  any  gale  which  we  were  not  able  to  withstand.  We  have  not  been 
wrecked  upon  the  shoals  of  any  threatening  task.  The  tides  of  our  averages  have 
continued  to  ebb  and  flow ;  the  waves  of  mathematical  problems  have  kept  up 
their  ceaseless  motion  and  commotion;  the  billows  of  examination  questions  have 
sometimes  tried  their  worst  to  overwhelm  us;  but  none  of  them  have  succeeded. 
We  have  been  able  to  procure  the  necessary  passport  at  the  entrance  of  each 
succeeding  sea,  and  we  have  been  able  to  pay  the  price  in  good  hard  work  for 
every  part  of  the  passage.

The  1930  Football  Season  at  Raleigh  High 


Raleigh  High  School  students  will  remember  the  1930 
football  team  as  one  of  the  greatest  they  have  ever  had. 
Ten  games  were  Included  on  the  team's  schedule  with 
the  locals  winning  nine  and  tying  one.  It  is  true  that 
our  school  lost  the  State  Championship  at  Chapel  Hill 
to  Charlotte,  but  it  was  a  tight  contest,  and  the  Charlotte 
boys  took  advantage  of  every  possible  break  to  win  by  a 
14-6  count. 

Opening  the  championship  series  here,  Raleigh  de- 
feated a  strong  Fayetteville  eleven.  Sammy  Paul  and 
Captain  Dunaway  featured  this  game  with  beautiful 
runs.  The  next  game  was  played  at  Wilmington,  the 
seaport  town.  Wilmington  outplayed  a  listless  Raleigh 
eleven  the  whole  of  the  first  half,  but  the  locals  came 
back  beautifully  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  to 
chalk  up  two  touchdowns. 

At  Riddick  Field  the  following  week  Raleigh  played 
its  third  championship  fray  with  Rocky  Mount  and  won 
by  a  lone  touchdown.  Grady  Ferrell  featured  this  game 
with  his  terrific  line  smashing.  Journeying  to  Durham, 
Raleigh  passed  her  way  to  victory  over  the  Bull  City 
boys  avenging  a  6-0  defeat  of  1929.  Raleigh  scored 
three  times  in  the  second  half  to  turn  back  a  hard  fight- 
ing, well-coached  Goldsboro  team.  This  game  gave 
Raleigh  undisputed  claim  for  the  Eastern  championship. 
However,  the  following  week  the  locals  were  held  score- 
less by  a  scrappy  Wilson  outfit. 

In  the  games  with  no  championship  bearing  Raleigh 
easily  defeated  its  opponents  by  scores  21-0  over  Hen- 
derson; 31-7  over  Mount  Olive;  12-0  over  Oxford;  and 
39-0  over  Whiteville.  Mount  Olive  was  the  only  team 
on  the  regular  schedule  of  the  locals  that  was  able  to 
cross  its  goal  line. 

There  were  many  stars  as  on  every  good  team.  Start- 
ing at  the  flanks,  Ellisberg  and  Frazier,  substitute  ends, 
were  outstanding  and  easily  filled  the  gap  left  by  Reeves 
and  Perry,  regulars,  who  were  out  because  of  injuries. 
At  tackle  there  was  not  a  better  all-round  football  player 
in  the  State  than  Allen  Bailey.  Thomas,  Bailey's  mate, 
was  a  hard-charging  lineman  and  a  great  defensive  ace. 
At  guard  Worth  was  a  hard  man  to  beat  while  Hudson 
and  Hill,  alternating  at  the  other  post,  were  constant 
threats  to  their  opponents.  Cox,  the  pivot  man,  was 
one  of  the  most  valuable  men  in  the  line.  He  was  in 
every  play,  smearing  the  runner  or  blocking  the  kicker. 
In  the  backfield,  Kametches,  the  quarter,  was  a  heady 
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man  and  a  good  ball-carrier.  Womble  was  probably  the 
best  all-round  backfield  man.  His  ability  to  pass,  re- 
ceive passes,  punting  and  running  gave  him  this  dis- 
tinction. Dunaway  was  a  fast  back  and  was  an  excellent 
broken  field  runner  at  the  other  half.  Sammy  Paul 
was  also  a  fast  man  and  a  heads  up  player  while  Scales 
was  a  good  defensive  back.  At  fullback  Captain-elect 
Grady  Ferrel  performed  like  a  college  gridster  on  the 
offense  as  well  as  the  defense.

Although  having  a  squad  of  only  four  men  and  traveling  on  their  own  initiative,  the 
Track  Team  of  Raleigh  High  School  made  a  very  impressive  record  in  the  State  High 
School  Meets  and  in  the  Southern  Inter-scholastic  Indoor  Meet.  At  the  latter  meet 
Dunaway  was  second  in  the  1,000  yard  dash.  The  relay  team  was  second  In  the  mile 
relay.    Raleigh  ranked  fourth  among  the  high  schools  and  prep  schools  of  the  South. 

At  the  Davidson  meet  the  team  took  fifth  place.  Seaman  Hudson  and  Bill  Dunaway 
were  second  and  third  in  the  mile  run.  Dunaway  easily  won  the  8S0  yard  dash  with 
Robert  Hudson  third. 

At  the  Carolina  Meet  Dunaway  was  second  in  a  close  record  breaking  SSO  yard  dash. 
The  old  record  of  2:05,  held  by  Phoenix  of  Greensboro,  was  broken  by  2  seconds.  Seaman 
Hudson  and  Grady  Ferrell  were  second  and  third  in  a  close  mile  run  in  which  Barkley's 
State  record  of  4:45  was  broken  by  4  seconds.
